While only two shots a week from 
each “armada” are permitted, this is 
considered a minimum restriction, as 
the fowl will not return to the same 
lake in sufficient numbers to make tile 
firing of more than two “armadas” a 
week profitable. 
Divide With Land Owners. 
Throughout the valley of Mexico 
are scores of shallow lakes where ev­ 
er.; variety of duck that summers in 
the United States and Canada can be 
found during the winter.

shores of these lakes are Indian vil­
